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C foreword 





¥f T is often said in bookish circles that the catalogue of a man’s 
library is a form of autobiography. But, for myself, I must con- 
| fess that I have never had any definite plan in collecting. If a 
book seemed interesting to me and promised enjoyment, it had suffi- 
cient credentials to enter my library; provided of course that there was 
sufficient substance to my bank balance. 

Instead of a “foreword” I should say that this is a notice of a 
partnership ended. These books and I have been together a long time: 
ten—twenty years and more. It has been a happy association. 

It has been my part to furnish physical and spiritual care—to show 
these volumes interest and sympathy, to learn the circumstances of 
their birth and to acquire a knowledge of their parenthood: author 
and publisher. 

It has been a pleasure to track down the facts of the early life of 
these books; to learn, as an instance, the comment of the world when 
they appeared. The joy they gave me came from providing far more 
than shelter. 

These books have afforded many leap years of enjoyment, tran- 
quility, and interest. They have had a peculiar capacity for dissipat- 
ing the cares and anxieties of the outside world. Their serenity was not 
to be resisted. It was contagious, always. And through them I have 
met what Christopher Morley has termed “kinsprits”: collectors and 
bookmen, rare souls whose interest in volumes new and old reached 
far beyond mere format. 

The partnership ends. A few hundred of these books now con- 
vene for the last time in the book auction room—by someone 
termed a scaffold where one’s library meets its end. New owners I 
trust will be sympathetic owners; I would not relish the notion that 
these books are being sold into captivity or going into unfriendly hands.

He 
wept, too, and before I had finished, his sobs shook the bed upon which he 
was lying. He sprang up, saying, ‘Do! I should think it would do!’ and folding 
the sheets, he immediately directed and sent them to the publisher, without one 
word of correction or revision of any kind”.
